Induction of chronic bladder inflammation using cyclophosphamide (cyp). Mice are given a single dose of cyp which 
results in cystitis. They will block either a cytokine. Macrophage Migation Inhibitory Factor (MIF) or MIF receptors to try to 
reduce inflammation.

Analgesic may confound the study objective of elucidating inflammatory pain pathways involved in urinary 
bladder/prostate pathology. NSAIDS, because of their anti-inflammatory components, will interfere with induction of 
cystitis and prostatitis opiods will prolong the effects of cyp. Animals will be monitored and euthanized if intractable pain is 
observed.
